n Francisco, Cal., Sept, 30.—[Special.]— 
The commissioners sent to Hawaii by the 
United States government to examine into 
the conditions and affairs of the islands and 
report as to the form of government that 
would be most suitable afrived today frye 
-Honolulu on the steamer Gaelic. 

The commissioners—Senators Cullom and 
Morgan and Congressman Hitt—have con- 
cluded ‘the task assigned to them and will 
leave for Washington tomorrow. Senator 
Cullom interviewed today shortly after 
his arrival by a representative of THE 
TRYBUNE, The Senator is in excellent health 
and spirits after his visit to the islands 
and hig ocean voyage. 

He} said the commission would meet in 
Washington and there draft its report in 
time | to be submitted to the President be- 
fore the opening of Congress. As a result 
of their observations the commissioners will { 
recommend a territorial form of govern- 
ment, different from that of the Territories 
in the’ United States—modified to suit the 
conditions in Hawali. They will give par- 
ticular attention to the changes necessary 
in the land, labor, and navigation laws, \ 


_ Cullom Tells of the Work. 

Senator'Cullom was avetse to going into 

| details of the scope of thé legislation that 
will be recommended. He gaid: 

“ After arriving at the Hawailan Islands

I am informed that an intimation was re- 
ceived this afternoon through Castill that 
the Spanish commission is not yet ready 
to’ proceed, to the discussion of terms of 
peace in the absence of necessary instruc- 
tions and papers frum Madrid. An adjourn- 
ment will thefefore be proposed until some 
day next week when the two commissions 
assemble tumorrow. 

The American commission had a meeting 
of two hours’ duration this afternoon in 
Whitelaw Reid's salon at the Hotel Con- 
tinental. The American commissioners 
have so far enly considered questions of 
procedure, and the Philippine problem has 
only been referred to incidentally, and no 


general discussion has taken place regard- 


| ing it. 

~The opinion prevails among the commis- 
that pending General Merritt's per- 
| sonal representation, which may largely

of the peace question, it is undesirable ‘to 
attempt to reach any definite conclusion re- 
garding it. General Merritt is not expected 
to arrive at Paris until Monday morning at 
the earliest.

‘Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.—Senator Han- 
‘na has given the following interview on the 
Philippine question, which is °' believed to 
represent the views of President McKinley: . 
“I do not know what the instructions 
given to our Peace Commissioners are,”’ said 
the Senator, “‘ but so far as concerns the 
negotiations which will be instituted in Paris 
tomorrow, I can see no other result than that 
Spain will have to relinquish her sovereignty 
over not only Luzon Island but the entire 
Philippine archipelago. Spain has no reason 
‘to expect to be able to retain any portion of 
the group. She went into the war and lost, 
and. now ought to be, prepared to suffer all 
the consequences which such a defeat im- 
plies. I regard the Philippines as lost to 
Spain, and that being a foregone conclusion, 
in my opinion, the problem which next con- 
fronts us relates to the form of government 
which we will give the islands. 

‘‘ When the Philippine question first pre- 
sented itself there was a strong sentiment 
among conservative, far-seeing, and think- 
ing men in this country which favored the 
retention by the United States of merely a 
naval base and coaling station in the islands 
—this base being pesumably Manila and the 
bay contiguous thereto. Since then, how- 
every apparently has under- 
gone a marked change, and now it appears 
that for the most part these same men, who 
at first believed we should occupy Manila 
alone, are’ advocating the termination of 
Spafish rule in the whole group. — 

Must Keep the Philippines. 

“Aside from the fact that the general 


sentiment of the country seems to be against . 
returning any of the islands to Spain, the 


| United States is under obligations to the in- 


surgents to establish a stable and enlight- 
ened form of government throughout the 
entire archipelago. -When the war broke 
out the Philippine insurrectionists became 


|} in a.certain sense the allies of the Ameri- | 


cans, and it therefore is qur moral duty to 
see to it that in’ the future they will be as- 
sured safe and civilized rule, and until the 
United States determines in just what man- 
ner the Philippines ultimately shall be gov- 
erned we necessarily will have to consider 


| the Philippines our wards. 


“During this transitional period 
United States will be called upon to exercise | 
a primitive or rather afbditrary form of con- 
trol over the islands and centinue it until 
Congress finally evolves a system of govern- 
ment. In other words, it seems to me we 
will have to maintain a temporary protect- 
orate over the archipelago, and thijg will 
be accomplished by means of the army and 
navy now in the Philippines and Philippine 
waters. 

- “ What will be the witimate fate of the 
islands is of course a problem of the future. 
Whether the Philippines will become an in- 
dependent nation or a colony of the United 
States, or whether a long-time American 
protectorate will be established will be a 
subject for Congress to decide. _.. ee 


Spain Is Now Helpless. 

“Tt is well understood that Spain must 
abide by the verdict of our Peace Commis- 
sioners, whatever that may prove to be, for 
she is in no fit condition te renew the con- 
flict which has resulte@ so.disastrously to 
her. She has no reason to expect that our 
commissioners wil} agree to any. proposition 
which contemplates the. continuation of 
Spanish control over any part or all of the 
group. I feel confident we will have bo fur- 
ther trouble in anafmed way with Spain. 

“The only Ghatacle with which we may 
have to contend is the opposition of the in- 
surgents to our plans. It isnot at ali certain, 
of course, that we will encounter any such 
obstacle, though it is assuredly among the

Governor Wood ‘Re- 
ports on Sanitary ‘Condi- 
tions of the Islands. 


STAMPS OUT YELLOW FEVER 


n , D. C., Sept. 30.—-The report 

Wesley Merritt of the 
operations about Manila was made public 
at the War department.today. It is dated 
on board the transport China. Aug. 31. After 
giving briefiy the story of his embarkation 
and arrival at ‘Manila, _— the eer 
of the troops there, he say 

“ As General Aguinaldo “aid not visit me on 
my arrival nor offer his services as a subor- 
dinate military leader, and as my instruc- 
tions from the President fully contemplated 
the occupation of the islands by the Ameri- 
can land forces and stated that ‘ the powers 
of the military occupant are absolute and 
supreme and immediately operate upon the 
political condition of the inhabitants,’ I did 
not consider it wise to hold any direct com- 
munication with the insurgent leader until 
I snould be in possession of the City of 
Manila, especially as I would not until then 
be in a position to issue a proclamation and 
-enforce my authority in the event tHat his 
pretensions should clash With my y designs. ° 

“To return to the situation’ of General 
Greene’s brigade as I found it on my arrival, 
it will be seen that the.difficulty in gaining 
an avenue of approach to the Spanish line 
jay in the fact of my disinclination to ask 
General Aguinaldo to withdraw from the 
beach and the ‘Calle Real’ so that Greene 
could move forward. This was overcome by 
instructions to General Greene to arrange, 
if possible, with the insurgent brigade com- 
mander in his immediate vicinity to move to 
the right and allow the American forces 
unobstructed control of the roads in tbeir 
immediate front. No objection was made, 
and accordingly General Greene’s brigade 
threw forward a heavy outpost line on the 
‘Calle Real’ and the beach and construct- 
ed a trench, in which guns of the Utah bat- 
_ teries were. placed. 

“The Spanish, observing this activity on 
our part, made a sharp attack with infantry 
and artillery on the night of July 31. The 
behavior of our troops during this night at- 
tack. was ali that could be desired, and I 
have, in cablegrams to the War department, 
taken occasion to commend by name those 

‘ who deserve special mention for good con- 
duct in the affair. Our position was extend- 
ed and strengthened after this and resisted 
successfully repeated night attacks, our 
forces suffering, however, considerable ioss 
in wounded and killed, while the losses of the 
enemy, owing to the darkness, could noi be 
ascertained. 

“The strain of the night fighting and the 
heavy details for outpost duty made it im- 
perative to reinforce General Greene's 
troops with General MacArthur's brigade, 
which had arrived in transports on the 31st

Surrender Is Demanded. 


“This letter was sent on Aug. 7, and a 
reply was received the same date to the 
effect that the Spanish were without places 
of refuge for the increased number .of 
wounded, sick, women. apd children now 
lodged within the walls. On the 9th a’ 
formal joint demand for the surrender of 
the city was sent in. This demand was 
based upon the. hopelessness of the struggle 
on the part of the Spaniards, and that every 
consideration of humanity demanded that 
the city should not be subjected to bom- 
bardment under such circumstances. The 
Captain General's reply, of same date, stat- 
ed that the Council of Defense had declared © 
that’ the demand could not be granted, but 
the Captain General offered to consult his 
government if we would allow him the time 

trictly nccessary for the communications 

y way of Hongkong. This was declined 
on our part for the reason that it could, in 
the opinion of the Admiral and myself, lead 
- only to a continuance of the situation, with 
no immediate result favorable to us, and 
the necessity was apparent and urgent that 
decisive. action should be taken at once to 
compel the enemy to give up the town in 
order to relieve our troops from. the 
trenches and from the great exposure to 
unhealthy conditions which were unavoid- 
able in a bivouac during the rainy season. 

“The seacoast batteries in defense of Ma- 
nila are so situated that it is impossible 
for ships to engage them without firing 
into the town, and, as the bombardment of 
a city filled with women and children, sick 
‘and wounded, and containing a large amount 
of neutral property, could only be justified as 
a last resort, it was agreed between Admiral 
Dewey and myself that an attempt should 
be made to carry the extreme right of the 
Spanish line of intrenchments in front of 
the positions at that time occupied by our 
troops, which, with its flank on the sea- 
shore, was entirely open to the fire of the 
navy 

r By orders issued some time previously 
MacArthur's and Greene’s brigades were 
organized as the Second Division of the 
Eighth Army Corps, Brigadier General 
Thomas M. Anderson commanding: and, in 
anticipation of the attack, General Ander- 
son movéd his headquarters from Cavite to 
the brigade camps and assiimed direct com- 
mand in the field. Copies of the written and 
‘verbal instructions referred to above and 
appended hereto were given to the division 
and brigade commanders on the 12th, and 
all the troops were in position on the 13th 
_ an early hour in the morning. 


Moving on the City. aa 

“About 9 a. m. on that day our fleet 
steamed forward from Cavite, and before 10 
a. m. openeda hot and accurate fire of heavy 
shells and rapid-fire projectiles on the eea 
flank of the Spanish intrenchments at the 
powder magazine fort, and at the same time 
the Utah batteries, in position in our trenches 
near the * Calle Real,’ began firing with great 
accuracy. At 10:25, on 4 prearranged signal 
from our trenches that it was believed our 
troops could advance, the navy ceased firing 
and immediately a light line of skirmishers 
from the Colorado regiment of Greene’s bri- 
gade passed over our trenches and deployed 
rapidly forward, another Jine from the same 
regiment from, the left flank of our earth- 
works advancing swiftly up the beach in 
open order. Both these lines found the pow- 
der magazine fort and the trenches flanking 
it deserted, but as they passed over the 
Spanish works they were met by a sharp 
fire from a second line, situated in the streets 
of Malate, by which a number of men were 

Ned and wounded, among others the sol- 
dier who pulled down the Spanish colors still 

ying on the fort and raised our own. 

“The works of the second line soon gave 
Way to the determined advance of Greene’s 
troops, and that officer pushed his brigade 
rapidly through Malate and over the bridges 


to occupy Binondo and San Miguel, as con- } 


templated in his instructions. In the mean- 
time the brigade of General MacArthur, ad- 
vancing simultaneously on the Pasay road, 
coming from the 
blockhouses, trenches, and woods in his 
front, positions which it was difficult to 
carry owing to the swampy condition, of the 
Sround on both sides of the roads and the 
vy undergrowth concealing the enemy. 
With much gallantry and excellent judgment 
on the part of the brigade commander and 
the troops ‘engaged these difficulties were 
Overcome with minimum loss, and Mac- 
Arthur advanced and held the bridges and 
Town of Malate, as was contemplated in 
his instructions.

This agree- 
‘ment was subsequently incorporated into the 
formal terms of capitulation, as arranged 
by the officers representing the two forces. 


Tribute to American Valor. 


**In leaving the subject of the operations 
of the Thirteenth, I desire here.to record my 
the admirable manner in 
which the orders for attack and the plan 
for occupation of the city were carried out 
by the troops exactly as'contemplated. I 
submit that for troops to enter under firea 
town covering a wide area, to rapidly deploy 
and guard all principal points in the exten- 
sive suburbs, to keep out the insurgent 
forces pressing for admission, to quietly dis- 
arm an army of Spaniards more than equal 
in numbers to the American troops, and 
finally by all this to prevent entirely. all 
rapine? pillage, and disorder, and gain en- 


tire and complete possession of a city of 


300,000 people filled with natives hostile to 
American interests and stirred up by the 
knowledge that their own people were fight- 
ing in the outside trenches, was an act which 
only the law abiding, temperate, resolute 
‘American soldier, well and skillfully handled 
by his regimental and brigade commanders, 
could accomplish. 


HARD PROBLEMS AT SANTIAGO. 


Military Governor Wood Reports on 
the Sanitary Condition of the Old 


Spanish City. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. $0.-tecrélery 
Alger has received a long letter from Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood, Military Governor of 
Santiago. It is personal te a great extent, 
‘but deals with many questions of interest to 
the public, and Secretary Alger has allowed 
some extracts to be pudlished. — 

It may be stated that the Secretary feels 
that the course of events at Santiago has 
demonstrated the wisdom shown in the selec- 
tion of General: Wood for this peculiarly 
difficult post. Combining, as he did, medical 
skill with the highest type of soldierly qual- 
ities and executive ability, he was able to 
meet and overcome the problems presented 
at Santiago. The letter moreover presents 
vividly the frightful conditions that con- 
fronted the American army of occupation 
after the surrender of Santiago. General 
Wood says in part: 

‘I have had a difficult position from a 
sanitary point of view, and not an 
altogether easy one from a military 
and civil standpoint. When we came 
intothe city the sanitary situation was some- 
thing frightful. There! were a great many 
unburied dead in the houses, between 2,000 
and 3,000 Spanish wounded and sick, and 
_a@ great horde of half-famished and sick 
people, nearly 20,000 in number, who had just 
returned from El] Caney, where they had 
gone during the siege. The water supply 
of the city had been cut off; there was no 
water to be obtained except from cisterns 


dead animats and all sorts of filthy materials. 

‘I had to start in from the bottom and 
repair the water works. Then came the re- 
moval of the dead. Some of these were 
burned, because the number was so great 
and decomposition had advanced to such an 
‘“extentthat they could not be buried. Burn- 
ing is not uncommonly practiced here during 
the epidemic season. 

‘**On the whole, it was an extremely dif- 
ficult task, requiring a great deal of hard 
work. I have a force of about 170 men con- 
stantly employed, and at many times have 
had nearly double this force working day 
and night to remove the vast accumulations 
of indescribable filth which had accumulated 
in the outhouses and yards, as well as the 
streets of the city, which is reputed to be one 
of the most unhealthy and dirty in the world. 

** The death rate has dropped steadily since 
we came in and is now about one-fourth of- 
The water system has 
been put in ordefand a great many repairs 
made to it, and the supply, although insuf- 
ficient, is utilized to the greatest advantage. 


Tackles the Garbage Problem. 


“The garbage and material which I collect- 
ed in the streets I-have dumped outside of 
town and burnt. I have also had the lo 
and most unhealthy portion of the city 
ditched and ‘drained, and the ditches run- 
ning intq,the harbor cleaned out; also the 
water front system of sewerage, which was 
completely obstructed and in a frightful 
condition. It has long been the custom in 
this town to depend upon heavy rains and 
the rushing floods through the. streets to 
sweep away the accumulated filth of the dry 
season.~ All this has been swept do 
water front, where it has been colleéting for 
years, choking: the drains and filling the 
shallow waters near the shore, so that when 
the tide goes out masses of dumping ma- 
terial are exposed to the intense rays of the 
sun and furnish frightful causes of disease. 
Later this yé&r when the epidemic season 


granted funds and authority, to have the 
shallow places dredged out, so that at least a 
‘thin layer of water will cover them at low 
tide and prevent the present condition of 
affairs. 
Expenses Have Been Light. 

“The receipts of the city from customs since , 
we occupied it, I understand from Generals | 
Shafter and Lawton. who have charge of 
this matter, have been about $100,000. The 
expenses of the city per week, supporting 
the pitals, cleansing the streets, doing 
the necessary engineering work, and the 
-many little things required to keep up the 
different departments of a city of 50,000 
people, are at present $4,500 to $5,000. Of 
this about $1,600 Is for sanitary work and 
engineering, the balance for hospital, police, 
etc. 3 
“The great. expert! on yellow fever, Dr. 
Guiteras, assured me in July that an epi- 
demic of yellow fever of great severity was 
absolutely unavoidable, and that we were 
destined to lose a large proportion of our 
people here. Thus far it has been avoided, 
and not only avoided but today I do not 


- know of an authentic case of genuine yellow 


fever in Santiago de Cuba proper, and every 
day increases our chances of escape.” 

General Wood then makes some recom- 
mendations as to what he needs in the way 
of management of the hospitals and sani- 
tary affairs. He also speaks of the manage- 
ment of the city under military and civil 
authority. The United States officers have 
been able to rule the city by a combination of 
both.- The use of military force has been 
avoided as‘far as possible and only when 
the police have been inadequate. 

On the subjéct of rations General Wood 
makes some recommendations. He thinks 
it would be well to get the rations out to the 
small places in the country so that the 
Cuban soldiers, as they leave the army, may 
be able to get to their farms in the vicinity . 
of the towns. These men could then havea 
limited amount of food from which they 
could be supplied while the crops are ma- 
turing. After the first crop nearly all the 
assistance should be brought to an end. 

General Wood communicates the gratify- 
ing intelligence that all indications now point 
to the speedy disbanding of the Cuban army. 
He says the feeling of the better class of | 
Cubans toward the Americans is kind, and 
they appreciate what the United States is 
trying to do. The General is hopeful that | 
everything will come out all right. 

No one can. tell, .he says, how long it will 
take to establish a stable government, but 
he thinks it will be quite a period of time.

So said Secretary of the Treasury Lyman 
J. Gage while discussing the political and 
financial outlook yesterday. 

The Secretary and Mrs. Gage arrived in 
Chicago from Washington during the fore- 
noon, en route to Colorado, and will remain 
in the city until Monday. 

Secretary Gage spent several hours in the 
First National Bank, conferring with his 
business associates and receiving numerous 

allers. He expressed deep interest in the 
ate convention news from fhe East. 

** In three of the old-time doubtful States,”’ 
said he, ‘‘ Connecticut, New Jersey, and New 
York, the Democratic party has felt obliged 
to abandon the issues on which it was over- 
whelmingly beaten: in 1896. 

‘“‘The country will be decidedly benefited, 
from the industrial and finauicial standpoint, 
when these old issues of political contro- 
versy can be entirely replaced by new issues 
of importance.

‘‘ Currency reform is now'in the hands of 
Congress ,and public opinion, as expressed 
in the oe elections, will have much to 
do in their disposition. 

Questioned as to the possibility of the re- 
peal of the war taxes, Mr. Gage said: * 1 do 
not think the new revenue law will be at 
once repealed, though the chances seem 
good for its modification in certain particu- 
lars.”

COAL COMEDY OF ERRORS. 


PUBLIO LIBRARY ENGINEER FINDS

,HIS COMPLAINTS ANSWERED. 


Contractor Declares He Dettverbe Suc- 
cessively All Grades ef Anthracite 
Mined in the United States and Each 
in Turn Was Pronounced Below 
Standard Quality—Dealers Confront 
the Accuser at Meeting of the Board 
of Trustees.

Some curious complications over the coal 


question arose at a meeting of the Library 


board yesterday. The meeting would have 
been a veritable coal comedy were it not 
for the feeling that something serious lurked 
beni the surface. The principal actors 
e chief engineer of the Public Li- 
brary Building, surprised almost to speech- 
lessness, and several coal dealers indignant 
to a degree. 

Last June the Library board let the coal 
contract for the year to Ernst Puttkammer, 
who bought his coal from Frank Peabody. 


After the coal had been used a short time 


the library engineer, J. Reitz, told the board 
the fuel was not up to standard. Mr. Putt- 


‘kammer was informed. He wet to Mr. 


a 


i 


Peabody, who said no better coal than his 
was on the market. He told the contractor, 
however, to buy his coal somewhere else, 
and if there was any additional cost, the 
Peabody company wveuld pay the difference. 
Mr. Puttkammer bought antharcite coal 
elsewhere and delivered it atthelibrary. In 
a week the coal was declared by the engin- 
eer to be full of impurities. The contractor 
went to another place, bought anether brand 
of fuel, and sent to the library. It, too, was 
declared to be not up to the requirements. 


a Dark Plot of Dealers. | 
Mr. Puttkammer, Mr. Peabody, and some 


Others said they then put their heads to-. | 


gether and evolved a plot as dark as their 
coal. The contractor then bought a grade 
of anthracite coal which sells at 50 cents 
a ton more than any other coal in the United 
States, because it is said to be freer from 
impurities thun any other anthracite mined. 
He saw per:¢nally that the proper article 
was delivered. Again the engineer declared 
the coal was poor quality.’ 

Then. the cc ntractor, who by this time, as 
he says, was getting some fun as well as 
annoyance ou’ of the situation, went in turn 
to the fourteen Chicago agents of all the 
different kincs of anthracite coal that are 
mined in the country and arranged with 
them to deliv::r anthracite of Al quality at. 


the library as he should order, and eince 


June 1. the livrary engineer has been fur- 
nished every kind of anthracite that is 
mined and he aas pronounced it all unfit for 
use. Mr. Peabody explained this by saying 
that after the second change was made the 
engineer thovght he was getting the same 
kind of coal continuously. ia | 
Agents Blame the Engineer. 

The meeting yesterday was called for the 
purpose of considering the annulling of the 
contract on the. engineers’ complaints. 
Among the cwal dealers present were Frank 
Peabody, Ernst Puttkammer, C. L, Deering, 
representing the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western coal miries; W. H. Comstock, 
Chicago representative of Coxe Bros. & Co.'s 
Lehigh coal; and an agent from the office 
of W. 8. Bogle, who deals in the output of 
the Delaware and Hudson Canal company’s 
mines. The toard was given letters from 
all the anthracite dealers not represente:l at 
the meeting. These letters stated that coal 
of the best quality known had been deliv- 
ered from time to time and that none of it 
contained more than 6 per cent of impurities. 


The trustees were astonished at the show-. 


ing made by the agents and the letters. En- 
gineer Reitz seemed more than a trifle sur- 
prised. 
“The coal that has been delivered,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ was uniformly bad. I have a\box of 
it down-stairs that I took haphazard out 
of a pile. I'd like to bring it up and show it 
to the board.” 
“Not for a minute,” said Mr. 
“There are 100 pounds in that box. It’s 
easy enough to find 100 pounds of slate and 
stones in 20,009 pounds of coal. No offense 
is intended; Mr, Reitz. The only chargp I 
bring against you is that you are a pcor 
judge of coal.” », 
“There are others, Mr. Peabody,” said the 
engineer politely. 
The board decided to defer action, and 
Trustee Franks told Mr. Putkammer to 
send in any coal he wished and if there was 


another complaint an expert would be ap- 
pointed to test the coal. 

Engineer Reitz insisted the coal bad 
and that in complaining about it he had 
simply kept within the line of his duty.

Captain Bournique, son of A. E. Bour- 
nique, was a member of Troop A, Illinois 
National Guard, prior to the declaration of 
war. He was among the first gf the officers 
tacast his opinions and fortunes with 
©@lonel, then Major, Young. When the 
First Cavalry Regiment was organized Cap- 
‘tain Bournique was active in the organiza- 
tion and was in charge of the recruiting. 
He was appointed Adjutant, and served 
continuously. 

While in Springfield Captain Bournique 
was taken ill, but recovered sufficiently to 
accompany his regiment to Chickamauga. 
There his duties as Adjutnat became unusu- 
ally heavy and responsible, and the officer 
became an easy prey to the prevailing dis- 
ease, typhoid. He fought off the symptoms 
and returned with his regiment:‘to Fort 
Sheridan, and it was only after the troopers 
had been reviewed and furloughed that the 
young Adjutant succumbed. Three weéks 
ago Captain Bournique took to his bed. 

“I rely.on my son's splendid ¢onstitution 
to bring him out all right, " said Mr. A. E. 
Bournique, last evening, *‘ He is seriously ill, 
‘but he has a vigorous constitution, and I 
am confident that with even chances he 
will recover.”’
